PILFERING LAW. 


The Question of the Validity of the 
Ordinance Raised. 


- — 
—_ 


Judge Denison Takes the Important Ques- 
tion Under Advisement. 


In the Second District Police Court Judge Den- 
ison to-day deferred his decision on the legality 
of the piifering ordinance. The point was recently 
raised before that court by Mr. Joseph G. Lodge. 
The ordinance was passed at the solicitation of 
the Police Department, and, 1f valid, will be a sav- 
ing to the city and will greatly facilitate the dispo- 
sition of criminal causes. The foliowing ts a copy 
of the ordinance: 

“Any person who shall cut, tear, rip, bore or 
open any bag, sack, bale, box, barrel or other 

mckage, being the proverty of another, eontiin- 
ing any article of value, or who shall steal, take or 
carry hye bas | article of value and of less value 
than $20, the property of another, or who shall se- 
erete or hiae away, or Knowingly purchase, barter 
or trade for any article of value and of jess value 
than $20. knowing the same to have bec B stolen or 
aequired in a questi n ble er surreptitious man- 
ner, Within the limits of the city of St. Louis, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereol before either of the Police Justices 
shall be fined not less than 85 nor more than ¢ 590. 

“Sec. 2.—The Harbor and Wh: rf Commissioners 
and market masters, and their c@ uties, are here- 
by authorized and empowered lo aifest and hold 
for trial all persons offending against the provis 
ions of these sections.” 

Specially intended to cover that class of river 
stealing Which is a continual source of annoyance 
to shippers, its advantages are patent. La addi- 
tion to Lhis it speciauy protects stores and places 
where small articies are on exhibition for sale. 
Previous tu the passage of the ordinance it Was 
necessary to send all such cases a8 Come Within 
its scope through the Court of Crimiaal Correction, 
This necessitated U.e issuance of a warrant and 
the cousequent delay, during which the detendant 
lo the charge Was committed to jail and boarded 
at the expeuse of the Siate until the docket of 
tue Court of Crimima: Correction permitted a 
hearing of the cause, usually tour days. A coutin- 
uance of the case secured the hospitalities of the 
jail for the defendant for another week, and 
usualiy the seutence recummiited the convicted 
person to the triend.y precincts of Uhat 
lustitution for a fortnight or a mouth longer. All 
these measures lucurreu the more expensive pro- 
cesses of Lhe Court of Criminal Correction. 

by euking of the validity of the ordinance Mr. 
Lodge to-uay said: 

“Judge Denison stated to me this morning that 
he had not yet Canvassed the question, and would 
retain it uuder advisement. The point on whic 
the legality of the ordinance is contested 
is that the Munic.pai Assembly had 
no right or autuority wo pass such an ordinance. 
The ouly right they could have would be what is 
grauted vy the Legislature, but that body hus not 
uciegated to the Muuicipal Asseinbiy any such 
rigul. Tue municipal body has a right to pass or- 
diuauces for tue preservation of the public peace, 
the suppression of gambling, aud siini- 
lar VUJECLS of geueral welfare, but 
it has no more right Lo pass 
this ordinance than it has to take the list o! 
crimes aud draw up ordinances for each, eutirely 
dispeusiug Wilh the statutes. Stealiag is and ai 
Ways has been a crime, anda luudired years ago 
menu Were hung for this crime which tie Muui- 
cipal Assemuiv DOW Uuudertakes to leygisiaie on. A 
peisoun charged with the crime of stealing 
luust be tried in ‘a cuurt Ou 
an indictment or asworn initormation, but the 
proceedings in the Police Courts are of a Civil 
character, and a defendant Cannot be tried under 
tue prescul mode of proceeding.

SICK TRANSIT. 


Local. Astronomers Fearing That the 


Weather Will Prevent Observations. 
To-day’s rain and the promise of its continuance 
is having a very depressing effect upon local 
astronomers. They }eerinto the leaden-colored 
roof overhead in vain tor indications of a break in 
its moist monotony, but, as yet, no ray of hope has 
cheered them. and at fwn toeday the 


most knowing among them were of the opinion 
that nothing short of a meteoro.ogical miracle, up- 
pareutly, could provide for to-morrow the neces- 
sary clear sky for the observation of the transit 
of Venus, for which such careful preparation has 
been made in this city. 

Professor Engler, of the Washington University, 

ssid to a Post-DisrpaATCH reporter this morn- 
ing: 
“It looks very much as.if all_our preparations 
will have been in vain, and that the trausit. as tar 
as St. Louis is concerned, will take place above a 
canory of clouds.” 

‘What preparations have you made?” 

‘We are provided here with all the necessary 
electrical apparatus toobserve the event; we have 
the chronograph, fine clocks whose errors we 
know precisely; our latitude and longitude are 
kuoewn here with as much accuracy as at any sta- 
tion in the country, ane Our time observations are 
made regularly. so that we can always tell 
the time wihin one-tenth of a sceond. Ln 
addition tothis, since yesterdiy weluive been 
receiving tek geaphie signais trom Washingten, 
and we make comparison of our clocks with these 
signais by ebroneuraph, so that we cun compare 
dowu to the hundredth pait of a second.” 

“Who willassist youln making the observa- 
tion?” ; 

Nipher and several othere

> weather permits of iis aecompiishment. Each 
of these will have at hand a teiesco;'e and an 
electrical key which will be in connection with 
the chfonographic pen. These may not—they

TENNYSON’S PLAY. 


Hiow and Why a London Audience 
Guyed it to Death. 
G. W. Smalley’s London Letter. 

When Eva asks Edgar to marry her, he re- 
plies that marriage is a feeb e institution ; 
which will pass away with priestcraft into 
the abyss :that Nature’s lesson is the true one, | 
under Whose law the birds pair merrily for 
the season, and part not less merrily when_; 
the’season is over. The brutality of such a | 
speech from a lover to his mistress brought a | 
storm about his ears. The pit had for some 
time shown signs of impatience; after this 
they broke into loud protests. The unhappy 
k<dyar none the less had to proceed with a 
still more unlucky speech: 

Marriaze in itself! Well, when the great 
democratic deluge which is slowly coming 
upon us and all Europe shall have washed 
away thrones and ecburches, ranks, condi-
